ricane Flora."

Hubert H. Humphrey said today 
"it is inconceivable" that Vice 
President Lyndon Johnson will 
be dumped from the 1964 Demo- 
cratic ticket. 


Humphrey, the a s s i s t a n t

leader, described 


as "unwarranted 
speculation" 


reports that he is a possible 
substitute for Johnson as Presi- 
dent Kennedy's running mate 
in his bid for a second term. 


"It is inconceivable that Vice 


President will not be renpmin- 
ated," the Minnesotan said in 
an interview. "He has done a 
fine job and I am for him." 


Humphrey, who is expected 


to lead the fight .in the Senate 
for Kennedy's civil, rights legis- 
lation, noted that Johnson sup- 
ports this measure and has 
worked and spoken for racial 
equality. 


This activity has diminished 


Johnson's 
popularity 
in the 


South, where the former sena- 
tor from Texas helped Kenne- 
dy win the presidency in 1960. 
But Humphrey said he doesn't 
think the party would bo any 
better off with some other vice 
presidential candidate either in 
the South or in the North. 


"We won't solve our prob- 


lems by temporizing with them 
or substituting another candi- 
date for Johnson," he said.

(AP)-Three members of the 
Soviet U.N. delegation accused 
by the United States of taking 
part in a spy plot will leave for 
Moscow Friday night, informed 
sources said today.

government. The Massapequa 
Park, N.Y., man said that ex- 
cept for his wife Ruth, he has 
told nobody else about his find. 


"It would just be my luck to 


run into something and get into 
trouble," said Rapport, 46, a 
social studies teacher at a Bell- 
more, N.Y., high school. 


Last June 26 the vacationing 


Rapports and their two chil- 
dren, Eileen 17, and Jack, 13, 
visited the Gettysburg battle- 
field in Pennsylvania. 


They toured the Civil War 


site, but Rapport said: "You 
know how it is on a tour. Things 
go so fast you can't appreciate 
everything. So we went back." 


Next day Rapport was walk- 


ing by the Eternal Light Peace 
Memorial at the Gettysburg Na- 
tional Military Park. His wife 
and two children were in their 
car nearby. 


On the ground lay a rotted 


bundle. 


"There was no one around," 


Rapport recalls. He picked it up 
—"I had no idea what was in- 
side" — and placed it in the 
trunk of the car. 


Later, he put it in the cellar 


of his home. 


"I couldn't possibly spend 


any of it. It didn't look like 
currency. It was too moldy. 


"About 10 days later, I didn't 


know what to do with it, so I re- 
ported it to the Secret Service 
in New York." 


He says he was called to 


Washington by the Secret Serv- 
ice about three weeks ago to 
tell his story. 


W. T. Howell, deputy treasur- 


er of the United States, said 
the mutilated currency was for- 
warded to Washington to see 
how much was 
redeemable. 


Howell checked the National 
Park Service to see if it had 
any claim under law. He was 
told it did not. Y 


Howell then notified the In- 


ternal Revenue Service since 
such findings are subject to fed- 
eral income tax. 


That is where the matter 


stands now. Howell uaid. with 
the Revenue Service checking 
on whether it has a tax claim.

The committee, which has 


vast power to stop discrimina- 
tion in a contract or program 
involving the federal govern- 
ment, has taken corrective ac- 
tion in about 3,000 cases out of 
approximately 5,000 complaints 
so far in its two years of exist- 
ence. 


"But this does not begin to 


, touch the number of people that 
have been helped," Taylor said 
in an interview today in his of- 
fice in the Labor Department. 
-Taylor likes to cite as an ex- 
ample the committee's succbss 
in persuading U.S. Steel Corp.'s 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Divi- 
sion in Birmingham, Ala., to 
erase racial lines in promotion 
and seniority. 


-The 
program caused not a 


ripple of racial trouble, Taylor 
said, even though it began when 
Negroes were demonstrating in 
Birmingham earlier this year. 


While only 15 Negroes in the 


Birmingham plant riad lodged 
complaints, the action helped 
about 7,000 others who worked 
there. The plant has some 30 
per cent Negro workers.

U.S. Wonts to 
Sell Groin 
to Anyone

WASHINGTON (AP) - Agri- 


culture Department f o r e i g n 
trade officials said today they 
hoped that Eastern European 
countries will turn to this coun- 
try for apparently needed sup- 
plies of rice and vegetable oil 
seed products during the fall 
and winter. 


They said reports from Soviet 


Bloc countries indicate that oil- 
seed crops grown there—main- 
ly soyflower and rapeseed—had 
suffered 
from drought along 


with wheat, corn and other 
crops. 


But so far, they said, there 


has been no indication that the 
European Communist countries 
will seek substantial supplies of 
these crops. Poland has bought 
a small quantity of rice and is 
reported in trade circles to be 
interested in small additional 
purchases. 


An export license was issued 


Tuesday for export of 5,512 tons 
of soybean cake and meal — 
used as a high protein supple- 
ment in livestock feed—to Hun- 
gary. The sales price was re- 
ported at $512,000. 


"We have ample supplies' of 


soybean and soybean products 
and of rice," said a top-rank- 
ing official in the department's 
Foreign Agricultural Service. 
"These are 
no 
restrictions 


against sales to European Com- 
munist countries. Only time will 
tell whether we make any sub- 
stantial sales of the products to 
the Soviet bloc areas." 


In recent years, both Poland 


and Yugoslavia have obtained 
small amounts of soybean oil 
under the Food-For-Peace Pro- 
gram. 


The Soviet Union produces lit- 


tle rice: Until 1961, it obtained 
about 500,000 tons annually from 
Communist areas in Asia, most- 
ly from Red China. But exports 
from these sources to the Soviet 
Bloc have virtually disappeared 
because of short crops. 


Thus, officials said, it would 


appear that the Soviet Union 
will need to turn elsewhere for 
rice supplies. 


Rice 
and wheat are 
sold 


abroad under an export subsidy 
because the farm price support 
is above the world price level. 
The Soviet Bloc is eligible to 
buy U.S. rice and wheat at the 
subsidized prices. 


But in the case of rice, there 


is no requirement that it be 
shipped in U.S. ships to the ex- 
tent that they are' available, a 
requirement which is holding up 
sales of wheat because rates of 
U.S. shipping concerns are high- 
er than rates charged by foreign 
boats. 


This year's U.S. rice crop is 


of record proportions and is 
supplemented by a relatively 
large carryover 
supply from 


past crops. Likewise, the soy- 
bean crop is the largest on rec- 
ord. Large quantities of soy- 
beans and soybean oil and meal 
have been sold in recent years 
to western Europe. 


"The skids are clear for sale 


of U.S. rice and soybeans and 
Bloc nations," the official said, 
soybean products to the Soviet 
"I think we will know before the 
end of this year whether they 
will want any of these products 
from us and just about how 
much. 


Restrictions 
Lifted on 
Stone Haulers 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Highway Commission 
lifted weight restrictions today 
on about eight miles of second-

Commission recently exercised 
its power to reduce the second- 
ary road weight limit from the 
legal m a x i m u m . of 64,000 
pounds.

and the Lulu- Construction Co. 
of Gould Already were working 
on contracts at the time the re- 
duction was made.

pounds," Goodman said.

Congress Not 
Willing to 
Police Self

WASHINGTON (AP) — Five 


years ago Sen. Richard L. Neu- 
berger, Oregon Democrat, com- 
plained that nobody polices the 
policeman, that Congress can 
investigate the whole area of 
government but nobody polices 
Congress. 


For example: The head of a 


government department must 
rid himself of his stock before 
the Senate, to prevent conflict 
of interest, lets him take office. 
This is to prevent his profiting 
from some company he may do 
business with. 


But a member of Congress 


can have all kinds of outside in- 
terests, and even fight for a 
law to help those interests, but 
he doesn't have to rid himself 
of anything or reveal anything 
about his total income. 


Neuberger said: "I fear it has 


a corroding effect 
on govern- 


ment generally when a mem- 
ber of the President's Cabinet 
can be ordered to jettison his 
corporate portfolios by senators 
who themselves may be dab- 
bling in oil, cotton futures, tele- 
vision, hotel chains or uranium. 


"If federal commissioners are 


to be pilloried for accepting 
airplane tickets to Palm Beach, 
how can senators and repre- 
sentatives continue profitable 
associations with law firms re- 
tained by banks, railroads, la- 
bor unions and utility compa- 
nies?" 


In short Neuberger was call- 


ing en Congress, 
which has 


passed laws to prevent conflict 
of interest on the part of feder- 
al officials and other govern- 
ment employes, to pass a con- 
flict-of-interest law on itself. 


Congress ignored him with 


great calmness, as it has ig- 
nored similar proposals by oth- 
er members of both houses for 
years. 
Recently 
two former 


members of Congress were con- 
victed of influence - peddling- 
while they were in Congress. 


Neuberger died in 1960. His 


wife, now Sen. Maurine Neu- 
berger, also an Oregon Demo- 
crat, was ejected to succeed 
him that same year. Last week 
she picked up where her hus- 
band left off. 


She and Sen. Clifford P. Case, 


New Jersey Republican, asked 
consideration of a bill they had 
introduced requiring top gov- 
ernment officers, members' of 
Congress and their staff to re- 
port their yearly incomes, In- 
cluding gifts of substance and 
assets and liabilities anrl their 
financial 
transactions to the 


comptroller general, with these 
reports available to press and 
public. 


Case has made this kind of 


proposal repeatedly and, like 
the late Neuberger, has been 
ignored. 


He and the present Sen. Neu- 


berger made their pitch in a 
letter to Sen. B Everett Jor- 
dan, North Carolina Democrat 
who is chairman of the Senate 
Rules Committee which today 
begins an investigation of a for- 
mer Senate employe, Robert G. 
Baker. 


Baker, who was paid about 


$20,000 a year, resigned this 
month as secretary of the Sen- 
ate Democrats after newspaper 
disclosure that he seemed to 
have an extraordinary number 
of outside financial interests. 


His duties included a wide 


variety of personal and business 
favors for Senate Democrats. 
In addition to his various out- 
side business interests he had a 
law practice. 


What started the disclosures 


about him was a $300.000 civil 
damage suit filed againsf him 
by the 
Capitol Vending Co. 


which charged he had accepted 
commissions of $5,600 to put its 
machines in plants working for 
the government and then had 
ended the deal when Capitol re- 
fused to sell out to another 
vending company in which Bak- 
er is alleged to have held stock.

doesn't think a pitcher works 
often enough to win a Most 
Valuable Player award. But just 
the 
same 
he treasured 
the 


award today whether he agrees 
or not. 


Racking up another of base- 


ball's most honored salutes—he 
has the unanimous choice for 
the Cy Young Trophy recently 
as the major leagues' finest 
pitcher—Koufax captured 
the 


vote as the MVP in the National 
League. 


The 20-man committee of the 


Baseball .Writers •„ Association 
voted him the prize. 


This one wasn't unanimous, 


but the handsome, dark-haired 
Sandy beat out Dick Groat of 
the St. Louis Cardinals by a 
commanding 
37 points to 190. 


The 
Brooklyn-born 
Koufax, 


who lives here now, said: 


"I didn't think I was going to 


win it because I didn't think a 
pitcher would win. I am espe- 
cially proud because I believe 
this is 
the 
most 
important 


award in baseball." 


Perhaps the 28-year-old, 6- 


foot-2, 200-pound Sandy and oth- 
ers have a point in saying that 
everyday toilers in the baseball 
vineyard merit the MVP trophy. 


But last year such Dodgers as 


Maury Wills, Don Drysdale, and 
Tommy Davis had overwhelm- 
ing seasons. Sandy and his now 
famous pitching finger went out 
of action in mid-season and the 
Dodgers did not win the pen- 
nant, much less a World Series. 


This year, Drysdale, 
Willis 


and Davis had great years, but 
not to compare with 1962. 


Koufax, conversely, 
had a 


wounded finger 
and 
won 25 


games. The Dodgers copped the 
pennant and whipped the New 
York Yankees four straight in 
the World Series, Koufax pitch- 
ing in the first game and the de- 
cisive Yankee - killing fourth 
game.

nists. 


"No," says the first, with a 


grin. "I'm just a Buddhist." 


He is not really a Buddhist, 


but his reply points up what 
President Ngo Dinh Diem, his 
brother Ngo Dinh Nhu and their 
regime have done for them- 
selves. 


Diem has brought to real life 


the" specter he feared most— a 
nofi-Cornmunist opposition. The 
Buddhist affair has provided a 
rallying cause. 


Buddhist leaders who oppose 


the" government have been si- 
lenced or jailed. The only lead- 
ers remaining who can speak for 
their brethren are those known 
as the "tame Buddhists"— peo- 
ple who do not oppose the re- 
ginie. 


Like almost everything else in 


this rnixed-up land, "the Buddhist 
question is befogged by a cloud 
of .contradictions. 


Is this a religious issue? There 


ere those who will tell you Bud- 
dhism is not a religion in the 
first place but a moral system. 
Buddha did not found a church. 


the President is a Roman 


Catholic. His elder brother is 
archbishop of Hue, in central 
Vitt Nam, where the Buddhist 
crisis began in May. The gov- 
ertineht dug lip ah old law at 
the .time the Buddhists were, cel- 
ebfating the birthday of Lord 
Buddha, and forbade them from 
flying Buddhist flags. Only gov- 
ernment flags would be permit- 
ted; Police went about Hue tak- 
ing flags down. Buddhists staged 
a protest demonstration. The 
government broke it up, and— 
either from concussion grenades 
or police bullets— eight or nine 
persons were killed. 


In the precepts of Buddhism, 


killing of any living creature is 
a .great wrong. Yet, an aged 
Buddhist priest seated himself 
at a busy Saigon intersection, 
let -himself be doused with gas- 
oline and set fire to himself. 
His flaming suicide became a 
symbol 
of Buddhist 
protest.

WASHINGTON (AP)—There's 
no room at the top to relax. 


President Kennedy and Pre- 


mier 
Khrushchev could sigh 


with relief when they signed 
the limited nuclear test ban 
treaty. It was one big headache 
out of the way. They could 
breathe a little easier. But not 
for long. 


Even as he signed the treaty, 


Khrushchev was in the midst of 
a developing disaster for com- 
munism. His Red Chinese allies 
were denouncing him harder 
than ever. And besides, Rus- 
sian agriculture was in foul 
shape. 


He had to admit it to the 


world by buying wheat abroad. 


And. 
if he meant it, it's no 


wonder that over the weekend 
he bowed out of the race to the 
moon, saying he'd be glad to 
watch the United Statse try it. 


It's an expensive contest and 


he could use the money better 
for things closer to home. But 
he wasn't completely convinc- 
ing. 


There's always the chance he 


was trying to kid the United 
States into giving up its moon 
try. He may have had some 
luck in this, too. Congress now 
will probably be more reluctant 
to vote money for the Ameri- 
can moon program. 


It's too soon to say Khrush- 


chev is in serious trouble at 
home. But it's doubtful he can 
keep the reins indefinitely if 
disaster pursues him in o'ther 
ways obvious not only to the 
world, but to the Russian peo- 
ple, too. 


Peace and prosperity would 


be an ideal platform for Kenne- 
dy's re-election campaign next 
year. But right now he can't be 
sure how much of either he will 
have to point to when the 1!)P4 
campaign begins. 


Civil rights advocates put on 


the biggest march on Wnshing- 
ton in American history in Au- 
gust to show their 
solidarity 


and determination in wanting | 
rights. About 200,000 people took 
part. 


This impressive, but peace- 


ful, demonstration was particu- 
larly intended to impress a 
Congress which was then jug- 
gling Kennedy's civil rights bill 
and generally showed no great 
enthusiasm for the President's 
requests. 


Kennedy will probably 
feel 


he's lucky if Congress approves 
the bill this year. 


And the same goes for bis re- 


quest for a tax cut. This was 
supposed to give the economy a 
shot in the arm, starting at the 
beginning 
of 1964. If neither 


program makes it this year, 
he'll try for both again "next 
year. 


But a tax-cutting 
bill ap- 


proved somewhere in the mid- 
dle of 1964—if it is approved — 
may be too late to helo the 
economy much by next Novem- 
ber's election. 


And if Negroes have *o wait 


until 1964 for a civil rights bill 
—and they look on the one Ken- 
nedy proposed as just a mild 
one—they may not wait peace- 
fully.

Diplomatic 
Fronts Start 
Warming 


An AP News Analysis

WASHINGTON (AP)-U.S. of- 


ficials expect the diplomatic 
fronts—both in the East and the 
West — to begin warming up 
again. 


They feel that the relatively 


long period of calm during the 
limited nuclear test ban talks 
with the Soviet Union and dur- 
ing the changes of government 
in Britain and West Germany is 
over. 


But no real drama is expect- 


ed, nothing like the U.S.-Soviet 
crisis over Cuba a year ago. 


The truce on the cold war is 


believed here to have ended 
with this recent series of hap- 
penings: 


Soviet troops blocking Ameri- 


can and British convoys on the 
Berlin autobahn; the Soviet at- 
tack on the planned NATO mul- 
tilateral force; and Izvestia's 
bitter comment on Exercise Big 
Lift, the U.S. experiment in 
transporting a whole division 
across the Atlantic by planes. 


With the seeming end of the 


thaw, U.S. foreign policy ex- 
perts figure the Kremlin will: 


—Prod the West with tangible 


reminders that the Berlin issue 
is still alive. 


—Seek opportunities to split 


the Western allies; 


—Continue to seek understand- 


ing with the United States on 
pending issues, especially on 
minor ones. 


The more peaceful activities 


will consist of talks on a variety 
of topics, ranging from negotia- 
tion on purchases of wheat to 
disarmament. 


The situation with the allies 


appears to be a more compli- 


e&«ojij£&$will be Secretary 
&tift^llgitttusk's task to find 


out, 
and soon, what if any 


changes in foreign policy the 
new governments in Britain and 
Germany represent. 


No dramatic changes are ex- 


pected, officials here said, but 
there may be skirmishes be- 
tween the allies on a number of 
issues. Officials pointed out that 
differences between the four 
major Western capitals are al- 
ways more accentuated before 
NATO's ministers convene—the 
council is due to meet in Paris 
in December—and the Big Lift 
appears to contribute to existing 
misunderstandings. 


The Kennedy administration 


is still hoping that by early 1964 
it will have a decisive answer 
from its allies on whether they 
want to go ahead with the multi- 
nation nuclear fleet, whether 
they have some other ideas or 
whether they want to scrap the 
plan. 


Another problem is West Ger- 


many's concern that if Big Lift 
is successful — thereby proving 
the United States can swiftly re- 
inforce Europe from bases in 
the United States—the U.S. force 
in Germany will be reduced. 


State Department officials pri- 


vately concede it will not be 
easy to convince Bonn that this 
is not the case. They blame re- 
marks by Deputy Secretary of 
Defense Roswell L. Cilpatric for 
stirring up the suspicion. 


The Big Lift is expected to en- 


able the United States to carry 
out "some shifts in the form of 
our military presence" in Eu- 
rope, Gilpatric said in a Cliica- 
go speech last Saturday. 


The speech caused considera- 


ble concern in Germany — and 
some confusion in Washington. 


The State Department, it was 


learned, did not agree with this 
part of Gilpatric's speech, but 
its objections were overruled by 
the White House. State Depart- 
hient officials insist there is no 
immediate plan for troop reduc- 
tions.
